who knew of her immense wealth. 


Gwendolyn's lather is a retired St. 


Paul millionaire. 


Miss Van Heart studied singing and 


painting in Berlin, Paris and Vienna, 
spoke tour languages and was classed 
as a stunning beautj. 


She commenced her diary Septem- 


ber 8. September 13 she wrote the last 
entry But in the five days she com- 
pressed into the little morocco bound 
note book a wild history, a groping 
lor beauty and romance. 


"Why these absurd conventions?" 


she wrote. "Why must I not dance— 
because I have not been formally,in- 
troduced to 
some 
chap I learn to 


like?" 


September 13 she complained of the 


dreariness and unevenifulness of the 
day. Septmeber 14 sne disappeared. 


Whether 
she 
despaired of being 


able to torget she was a millionaire's 


daughter and must not indulge in life 
and romance to the lull, and suddenly 
decided to disappeai 
and give her 


heart to some handsome man she had 
m&t by chance, in order to break the 
monotony forever, is another question 
raised by her friends. 


In her diary the girl wrote: 
"September '8—Arrived in Venice 


today. It is the dream ot the west. I 
can't express the pleasure I feel at 
being here. I could be more satisfied 
here than any place I know. 


"September 9—This morning I took 


my first dip in the Pacific. Altho e\en 
in this Bohemian city, I find I am still 
surrounded 
with 
innumerable sup- 


pressing conventions. 


"September 
10—I 
wonder where 


one could go to get away from these 
terrible conventions. Last night 1 had 
to refuse to dance 
with two good- 


looking chaps, merely because I had 
not been lormally introduced.

I am going to the Metropolis 
this afternoon.

BERLIN. Sept. 19.—Germany 
has 


capitulated. 


Alter an important cabinet session 


today, at which three proposals con- 
fronted the government—Sticking it 
out; giving in gradually, and capitu- 
lating (altho it -was not called by that 
name)—the Stressemann ministry of- 
fered thru the Belgian ambassador to 
cease passive resistance in the Ruhr. 


Two minor 
conditions were at- 


tached by the government, namely, 
that inhabitants of the Ruhr and oc- 
cupied Rhineland arrested or deported 
should be released and returned to 
their homes. 


Regarding debentures, it was agreed 


by the cabinet, In the proposal sub- 
mitted to the Belgian 
ambassador, 


that these should go into the hands- 
of the reparations commission, altho 
they may only be issued by the com- 
mission with Germany's consent. 


A most important feature of Ger- 


many's capitulation was the offer to 
consider paying reparations above the 
sum of thirty billion, the sum previ- 
ously fixed by Germany's financial 
advisers as her limit- 
The recent plan for 
mortgaging 


Germany's resources 
proposed by 


Chancellor Stresemann, is to be used 
if the German offer is accepted. 


When the cabinet met today, the 


ministers considered 
three 
possible 


steps to be taken: 


1—To turn on the money presses, 


send out a flood of worthless paper 
marks, with a face value of billions 
and in this way "meet" the expenses 
of resistance in the Ruhr. 


2—To gradually decrease passive 


resistance while at the same time 
keeping up a diplomatic offensive. 


3—Quit 
The ministers decided, after lengthy 


discussion, to give in.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Sept. 19— Mil- 


itary officials enforcing martial law 
in Oklahoma today directed strenuous 
efforts to locating lecords of the ku 
klux klan, removed from their head- 
quarters offices here Saturday night 
just before 
Governor J. C. Walton 


proclaimed military rule over the en- 
tire state. 
, 


State investigators and military in- 


telligence officers scoured the 
state 


for membership rolls and other docu- 
ments of the klan. 


The governor issued instructions 


today to his aides to "go the limit" 
in regaining the klan files. 
The 


executive was greatly disturbed when 
he heard the "invisible empire" had 
balked one of the main objects of bis 
martial law declaration in Oklahoma 
City by removing all records. 


Call for a meeting of the legislature 


for Saturday to start impeachment 
proceedings against Gov. "Jack" Wal- 
ton, 
was prepared today by members 


who oppose the executive's use of the 
military in Ms fikht against the gu 
klux klan. 


At a conference of leaders of the 


opposition of the 
administration's 


state-wide martial law program, de- 
cision was reached to meet in the face 
of the governor's threat that he would 
jail all legislators who attempted to 
assemble. 


Sixty-five members 
of the legisla- 


ture were reported to have agreed to 
sign the call for the impeachment ses- 
sion. 


Whether they •will attempt to gather 


in the capital, guarded by heavily 
armed state troops, was doubtful. 
Some discussion was heard of meet- 
ing in another city. 


The decision to call the legislature 


into session was reached following a 
statement by Summers Hardy, former 
chief justice of the Oklahoma supreme 
court, had advised the lawmakers that 
they were entitled 
to meet and ad- 


vised them to 
defy 
the governor's 


threat and gather in face of the dis- 
play of military force. 


The governor and his supporters ap- 


parently were not greatly disturbed 
about tie legislature and went ahead 
on even a broader scale with their 
military program. 


Long lists of witnesses were sum- 


moned before the military court of In- 
quiry. 
The inquisitors 
expressed them- 


selves as well satisfied over the evi- 
dence obtained, altho no hint of testi- 
mony was made public. 


Governor "Walton was highly elated 


today over the action of the conven- 
tion of the state federation of labor 
at Henryetta in endorsing his course. 


Due to the impeachment threat of 


the legislature, soldiers kept a closer 
watch, on the capitol and public build- 
ings. 
Thruout the night, while a terrific 


rain and wind storm was in progress, 
the shadowy forms of the guardsmen 
were outlined pacing in front of the 
capitol.

STATE ASSOCIATION SEEKS TO 


HOLD TTP LICENSES. 


Sixty-five Applications Now on File 


From Persons Who Qualify 


Under Eecent Legisla- 


tive Enactment. 


The Nebraska Chiropractic assoc- 


iation, which waged a losing fight in 
the legislature against H. R. 280, 
which lowered the 
educational re- 


quirements from twenty-seven months 
to eighteen months, thru its president, 
L. N. Carpenter, and Sterling F. Mutz, 
attorney, have now appealed to the 
courts. A petition asking that the 
state department of public welfare be 
enjoined from lowering the require- 
ments and from issuing licenses to 
the sixty-five Palmer school graduates 
now before it, as well as from chang- 
ing the rules, was filed Wednesday in 
district court. 


It claims that the department is 


threatening to issue these licenses to 
persons who have completed less than 
twenty-seven months in a chiropractic 
college, charging that many of them 
have been convicted 
of 
practicing 


without a license and others have 
been practicing in open defiance of 
the law, without a license. 


It is set up that the lowering of re- 


quirements will bring discredit upon 
the name of "doctor," and that the 
operation of the law will cause the 
state to be flooded with "the off-scour- 
ing and convicted chiropractors from 
the other states of the union. The 
practice is declared to be an exact 
science that requires education, and 
that the public health will be en- 
dangered by lowering the require- 
ments- They say they have pleaded 
with the department not to change 
these requirements, but what 
they 


said has fallen upon deaf ears, that 
the department has refused to listen 
to reason notwithstanding repeated 
requests for an opportunity to present 
facts and reasons. 


It Is asserted that the change in 


educational requirements is a back- 
ward step and a gross abuse of the 
discretionary power lodged in the de-

LIABILITY ACCRTJES. 


Fifty Receiverships Involved in 


Matter of Constitutionality of 


Last Law Passed by the 


Legislature. 


were heard "Wednesday 


by 1 l.e STI ' rerre court in the appeal ot 
Fred E. Bodie, receiver of the bank 
of Cass county, against T. H. Pollock. 
The latter was the holder of twenty- 
five shares of stock in the bank, and 
is being sued by the receiver to re- 
cover 
the double liability of state 


bank stockholder, for $2,500. 


Judge Begley held that the suit was 


prematurely brought, and that the 
state law under which the receiver 
acted is unconstitutional and void. 
This statute says that the liability 
shall be enforced whenever the bank- 
ing corporation is adjudged insolvent, 
without regard to the probability of 
the assets of the insolvent bank being 
sufficient to pay all of its liabilities. 


The constitution says that every 


stockholder of a state bank is indi- 
vidually responsible and liable to its 
creditors over and above the amount 
of stock held by him to an amount 
equal 
to his stock, for all liabilities 


accruing while he is a stockholder. 


The case is of first importance be- 


cause the decision in this one will de- 
cide when 
the other fiftj receivers 


may begin action against the stock- 
holders. The attorneys for Pollock 
say that it is a settled rule of con- 
struction in Nebraska that this sec- 
tion of the constitution must be con- 
, strued with that section of the same 
document relating to miscellaneous 
corporations, wherein it is ss' 1 that 
before 
liability 
can 
be 
tniorced 


against stockholders there must be a 
Judicial ascertainment of how much 
they owe and that the a=sets of »he

Dickinson outlined the main 
pro- 


gram of the farm bloc- as follows: 


Establishment of additional govern- 


ment warehousing 
facilities for tho 


larmer. 


Amendment or modification of the 


Esch-Cunimlns law. 


Improvement of Inland waterways, 


principally the Missouri and Missis- 
sippi rivers, 
so 
as 
to encourage 


freight barges. 


Advocacy of "truth in fabric" legis- 


lation to protect wool growers. 


"The chief 
difficulty 
the farmer 


faces today," Congressman Dickinson 
said, "is his inability to control the 
prices of his products owing to the 
fact that they are all dumped on the 
market at the same time, giving the 
speculator and the miller a chance to 
control the market. 


"The government should provide ad- 


ditional warehousing facilities for the 
farmer so that it will not be necessary 
for him to market his grain from the 
threshing machine or soon thereafter 
as he is now forced to do. 


"An effort will probably be made to 


amend or change the transportation 
act in four or five places. I deem it 
most important however, that the law 
be amended so as to prevent rail- 
roads from establishing a differential 
rate which prevents barges from op- 
erating on our waterways. 


"I favor the repealer modification 


of section 15-A of the Esch-Cummins 
act and also the repeal of the provi- 
sion establishing the rail labor board. 
The latter permits of too much cen- 
tralization, -which is one of the grow- 
ing evils in this country. 


"Rail rates are now much too high. 


Transportation charges from Iowa to 
New York, for example, are exorbi- 
tantly prohibitive. 


"The most important thing in the 


middle-west can do, however, is to 
secure the improvement of its water- 
ways. 
The Mississippi and Missouri 


rivers are practically 
useless now, 


when they could be made a valuable 
ally of the farmers in fighting high 
rail rates. The St. Lawrence water- 
way project fits into this same pro- 
gram of providing cheaper and more 
adequate 
transportation 
for 
the 


farmer. 


"I am unalterably opposed to price 


fixing as a cure all for the farmers' 
ills," Dickinson declared. 


"Some attempt along that line prob- 


ably will be made in the next con- 
gress, but I do not believe it will meet 
with much encouragement 
i 


"The farmer must learn to diversify 


his crops and not put all his eggs into 
one basket. Legislation is not going 
to solve this agricultural problem-" 


Congressman Dickinson, turning to 


the 
political 
situation, 
said, "If 


Coolidge is the republican nominee I 
hope to see some outstanding pro- 
gressive like Judge Kenyon or Sen- 
ator Capper as the vice presidential 
nominee. 
If Lowden or some other 


middle-west man of his type is the 
vice presidential nominee, then I hope 
to see Gifford Pinchot or some eastern 
liberal of his stamp as the presi- 
dential nominee." 


SENIOR OFFICIAL IS DEAD 


Charles W. Hohaus of Nebraska 


City Exceedde in Service on Bnr- 


lington by Few Men. 


WYMORE, Neb., Sept 19.—Charles 


W. Hohaus, Burlington train and road 
master who died at his home in Ne- 
braska City Tuesday, was the oldest 
official in service on the Wymore divi- 
sion, in point of seniority, and was ex- 
ceeded in service by only three or four 
men in lower branches and depart- 
ments. He had been in constant ser- 
vice for nearly forty years, starting 
in the track department, working up 
up to foreman of a track laying and 
construction gang that had much to 
do with the early development of th« 
road in southeastern Nebraska, and 
connected with its continual upkeep 
since.

No instrumentality of civilization today contributes more toward this 
end than the railroads, which make co-operation possible. 


ESTABLISH JUSTICE: Knowledge is the guiding star to intelligent 


human achievement. Justice depends upon intelligent conception of our rela- 
tion to each other and our dependence upon each other. Justice would give 
credit to those factors which add to opportunity and enlarge the scope of 
human achievement. The railroads by affording a channel for the free flow 
of commerce and also an easy mode of travel and personal contact between 
individuals widely separated, should, if justice is established, find a place of 
high esteem in the minds of those who receive the benefit of their service. 


PROVIDE FOR THE COMMON DEFENSE: The United States has 


resources of marvelous extent but to marshall these in time of need for de- 
fensive piirposes requires transportation. "We have the most perfect, and ex- 
tensive transportation system in the world. This contributed immeasurably 
1o our success in the 1as1 war an,i is an invaluable asset to the nation. 


PROMOTE THE GENERAL WELFARE: The general welfare means 


the welfare of us all taken collectively and tho promotion of our welfare is 
related 1o our power of production which loads to prosperity. There is no 
limit to th;' general welfare except the limit of our power of production. The 
railroad1? have been the principal instrumentality by winch man's markets 
have been expanded and his production thereby stimulated. They have con- 
tributed imme-asurably to th«» general welfare. 


SECURE THE BLESSINGS OF LIBERTY TO OURSELVES AND 


POSTERITY: 
The blessings of liberty are vcnre only when citizens of a 


great nation co-operate together toward a highrr ideal of individual usefnl- 
n'-*w and vrvic? to ea^h oth'-r. Blocs, clasv; or struggle between one fac- 
tion and another are out of place in our civilization. If a people who are 
nlr-svH as w<- nrf cannot inV-liigmtly co-operate -with one another, where else 
on earth sh<vj]d we expect to find su<*h a people. America, the just Nation, 
>hould 1>" our constant theme—allegiance to our constitution, the watchword 
of our life.

sistant's union of North America, who 
ordered the men back to work, ad- 
mitted this morning there had been 
no sign of response. 


Local union No. 25, was not to meet 


again until tonight, so the city was 
set for another newspaperless day. 


The "Combined New York Morning 


Newspapers," the publishers attempt 
to get out at least one paper despite 
the strike, varied in appearance ac- 
cording to the particular newspaper 
at which it was made up. 


The morning papers, the New York 


American, Herald, Journal of Com- 
merce, Daily News, Morning Tel- 
egraph, Times, World, Tribune, Staatz 
Zeitung 
and 
II 
Progresso 
Italo- 


Americano, combined in getting out 
the unique edition. 


The various editions of the "Com- 


bined New Y"ork Morning Newspap- 
ers" did not resemble one 
another, 


except in the title line and a large 
box on the front page, containing the 
names of the ten newspapers. 


Type Differs.

of these were able to distinguish the 
original underneath 
the "combined" 


product by the type and style of make- 
up. 


Of the combined papers and the for- 


eign language papers, however only 
an extremely 
limited number was 


available. By the time the throngs 
from upper New York and Brooklyn 
started the daily trek to the city, a 
man or woman who had a morning 
paper to read was an object of acute 
envy.

News dealers, distracted by demands

The publishers have sent to other 


cities for pressmen and have guaran- 
teed a year's employment to those 
who first answer the call.
